Washington, January 14.—With 
final approval of the Underwood pri- 
vate leasing bill, 50 to 30, the senate 
today got itself out of the parliamen- 
tary tangle into which it became en- 
mashed yesterday and so washed its 
hands of the whole Muscle Shoals 
problem, temporarily, at least. 

The measure, after a tempestuous 
six weeks’ voyage in the senate, now 
goes to the house, which, at the last 
session, passed a bill accepting the 
offer of Henry Ford, since with- 
drawn. The procedure there remains 
to be determined. The bill either can 
be sent direct to conference or can 
be referred to the military committee. 

Friends; of the measure are making 
efforts ‘to have it sent to conference 
between the two houses with a view 
to obtaining final congressional action 
before this session expires on March 
4, while opponents are laying their 
lines to have it referred to a commit- 
tee in the hope that there will be no 
final action by this congress. 

Action Followed Conference. 

Senate approval of the Underwood 
measure was brought about by a 
coalition of administration republic- 
ans and a group of democrats. It 
came after Senator Curtis, of Kansas, 
the majority leader, had conferred 
with President Coolidge at the white 
house.

As C. R. Davis, night watchman 
for the Patterson J.umber company, 
Wednesday night sat quietly smoking 
in the very office where J. L. Aren- 
dale, his predecessor, was brutally 
murdered a few weeks ugo, a hard- 
heaved pic'e of brick tiling almost 
as big as the fist of a man, shat- 
tered the window before hfs face and 
clattered against the opposite wall. 

Davis sprang to his feet, startled. 
With his revolver already drawn he 
rushed to the sidewalk just,in time to 
catch a fleeting glimpse of a. high- 
powered coupe as it careened around 
a corner and out of sight. 

Turning, he saw two men running 
tuward him, gesticulating in the di- 
rection which the car had sped. They 
were C. L. Malone, of 1150 DeKalb 
avenue, and W. M. Dacus, of 37 
North Mayson street. Both deciared 
that from a distance, as they walked 
toward the office along the sidewalk, 
they had seen a man stand for a 
moment, peer into the window, and 
then throw something. He inen 


was not the only one implicated in 
the murder—one of the most brutal 
the state has known in some time. 


Call Officers M. B. Johnson and 
M. D. Cartright were summoned -to 
the scene by Davis, and a detailed in- 
vestigation made. Dacus and Malone 
described the man they had seen as 
being well dressed. The light from 
the window cast its reflection upon 
him, they said; and they were able 
to see him plainly.

His features were those of 
a young man. .

Committee Named. 


The delegation appointed at the 
Marietta Chamber of Commerce meet- 
ing Wednesday morning to confer 
with Power company officials consivg 
of Morgan McNeel, Dr. M. D. Hodges 
and John Hancock. If the conferee 
fail to reach an amicable settlement 
the chamber meeting decided to appeal 
to the Georgia public service commis: 
sion for restoration of service. 
To this end a resolution, offered 
by Judge Newt Morris, was adopted 
directed to the public service commis- 
sion, but withheld pending the out- 
come of the conference. 
Following is the resolution: 
“Be It Resolved, By the board of 4di- 
rectors of the Chamber of Commerce of 
Marietta, Ga., as follows: 
‘*‘Whereas, the Atlanta Northern 
is a public service corporation 
franchise granted to operate a_ railroad 
either by electric power or steam between 
tte city of Atlanta and the city of Mari- 
etta, and under the laws of Georgia is 
necessarily under the supervision of the 
publie service commission of said state, and, 
*“Whereas, approximately 1,500 citizens 
of Marietta, Smyrna and Cobb county now

It was pointed out by Attorney 
General George M. Napier that while 
the city governments of Atlanta and 
Marietta undoubtedly would have ju- 
risdiction over that portion of the 
line in their respective cities, it would 
seem that the line connecting the two 
properly would eome under state au- 
thorities for control. In that event, 
said Mr. Napier, informally discuss- 
ing the situation, it normally would 
seem that the state public service 
commission would be compelled to take 
a_ hand. 

Chairman .Paul Trammell, of the 
service commission, however, stated 
that it would be necessary for a cit- 
izen or group of citizens to bring a 
formal complaint before the commis- 
sion could act. 

“The public service commission,’ 
said Mr. Trammell, “will take no of- 
ficial cognizance of the distontinuance 
of service until it is brought before 
us in formal complaint from some 
citizen. Then we will order service 
restored. We cannot enforce this or- 
der, That will be for the courts to 
9.”?

Statement by officials of the At- 
lanta Northern railway: 


Service on the Atlanta Northern (Mariet- 
ta) interburban car line was discontinued 
today because the road cannot continue to 
operate longer under the losses resulting 
from unfair bus competition. Commutation 
tickets will be redeemed at the company’s 
offices in Atlanta. 

Discontinuance of operations followed the 
announcement as far back as November 21, 
1924, in a letter to city authorities of Ma- 
rietta, Smyrna and Atlanta to county 
commissioners of oth Fulton and Cobb 
counties, that the interurban could not long 
continue service unless the bus competition 
which waa causing such losses to the rajl- 
road was eliminated, 

This announcement has been repeated 
twice in sitarements before city council of 
| Marietta, not as a threat but simply as a 
ldeclaration of the inevitable fact that the 
inroads into the line’s revenues soon would 
(make a discontinuance of service necessary. 
(On the night of January 12, the company 
| stated to city council and citizens of Ma- 
| rietta that its discontinuance was imml- 
jment and gave notice that it might hapyen 
fany day. 

In the year 1923 the Atlanta Northern 
railway failed to earn bare operating ex- 
penses, taxes, renewals and interest on debt 
by the sum of $19,500, It not only did 
not earn any dividend on its stock or any 
surplus, but it failed to earn the interest 
on its debts by the.,amount of $19,500, 

Since the operation the buses began the 
railway receipts have decreased $202 a day, 
or at the rate of $73,750 per year, making 
the aggregate loss in opera.ions at the rate 
of $93,200 per year. ‘This means that it 
is costing $93,200 per year more to run the 
road than it is taking in, So cessation of 
service became essential. Of course the 
company regrets the inconvenience to those 
who-have been patronizing the line, but no 
business can continue to operate under pres- 
ent conditions. The line cannot possibly re- 
sume operations until it is in a position to 
earn its way. 

Twenty-two trainmen have been employed 
on the Atlanta Northern line. All of these 
have been transferred to the city service 
in Atlanta. The Atlanta Northern has been 
making 29 trips, with a total of 44 cars, 
between Atlanta and Marietta daily. The 
average number of passengers transported 
daily was 3,676 in December, 1923. This de- 
creased to an average of 2,772 in Decem- 
ber, 1924, or a decrease of more than 960 
passengers a day. Practically all this de- 
crease was in cash fare passengers, leav- 
ing to the Atlanta Northern only the low 
fare commutation ticket passengers. 

With the opening of the new concrete 

read from Marietta to Atlanta a line of 
buses began operating between Marietta 
and Atlanta, running along the highway, 
Smyrna and 
Atlanta, crossing the bridge over the 
Chattahoochee river immediately paralleling 
the line of the Atlanta Northern railway. 
These buses could only operate by the 
consent of the governmental authorities cf 
Marietta, Smyrna and Atlanta, the count) 
of Cobb and the county of Fulton. Either 
one of them could forbid the operation of 
buses over the particular section of road 
or streets under its several jurisdiction. 
_ The company respectfully suggeste@ that 
in the public interest this ought to be done. 
To permit these buses to operate on a 
roadway provided for them at public ex- 
pense, a large portion of which this com- 
pany has itself paid for. over a bridge 
which this company built, taking away 
the revenne essential for the support cf 
the railway service, is manifestly unfair 
to the Atlanta Northern Railway company, 
and in the end would, as we pointed out 
to county and city officials in a letter cn 
November 21, 1924, mean the discontinu- 
ance of its operations. 

The Atlanta Northern was opened for op- 
eration in 1905. In every place possible, 
nnd along all parts of the route outside of 
incorporated cities, it is built on private 
right-of-way which the company oucht 
and paid for. The roadbed was graded at 
large expense, and wherever possible it 
was so constructed as to avoid grade cross- 
ings. The railroad was built and equipped 
in order to make a high speed railroad to 
provide rapid transportation service in the 
territory. 

It started ont with a bonged ‘debt of 
$400,000 of 5 per cent bords, ‘and $100,000 
of common stock. Thig was paid in 100 
cents on the dollar in Sash. The company 
in the entire 19 years of its history has 
not paid a single dollar of dividends. It 
has accumulated a floating debt of $145.- 
000. It has no surplus, bnt on the con- 
trary shows a deficit on its balance sheet. 

It paid toward the cost of paving aronnd 
the square in.Marietta for a trip 24 feet 
in width, although ifs track is only eicht 
feet in width. It paid about 40 per cent 
of the cost of the pavement on Atlanta 
street in Marietta. It paid a large part 
ef the cost of pavement in Smyrna. It 
paid the cost of constructing the bridge 
over the Chattahoochee river between the 
eounties of Fulton and Cobb. It has paid 
for 18 feet in width of the paving on Ma- 
rietta street and 11 feet in width of the 
paving on Walton atreet in Atlanta. It 
contributed $18,000 toward the cost of 
widening Marietta street.

nig Friday. It was to obtain an opin- 
ion from our attorneys on the valid 
{ty of the ordinance, if passed, that 
caused the matter to be carried gover 
from the meeting Monday night until 
Friday afternoon.” 

Council Committee Named. 

Marietta council met today, but 
nothing official was done except to 
appoint a committee, . composed of 
Mayor Gann and Charlie Brown, au- 
thor of the anti-jitney ordinance, 
which committee is to cooperate with 
a similar one named by the Marietta 
Chamber of Commerce. composed of 
Morgan McNeel, Dr. M. D. Hodges 
and John Hancock who will meet, 
probably Thursday, with officials of 
the Georgia Railway and Power com- 
pany, at a time to be set by Mr. At- 
kinson, it was said here. | 

I'he joint committees, it is stated, 
will confer with the power company’s 
officiads to discuss the situation cre- 
ated by the discontinuance of the 
street car service to Marietta, which 
has been continuous siuce 1905. It 
was anounced, however, that no ac- | 
tion this joint committee might take 
would be considered officially before 
Friday afternoon. 

More or less consternation, to say 
nothing of inconvenience, greeted the 
Marietta-to-Atlanta wouldbe  passen- 
gers Wednesday morning when they 
stood on street corners and waited in 
vain for the cars. As the true situa, 
tion dawned to them, a wild scrain- 
hle was made for any conveyance go- 
ing toward Atlanta. Trains, jitneys, 
private cars and passing tourists all 
wére pressed into service to relieve 
the situation. As the day wore on, 
all passengers were accommodate, 
and later in the day a fleet of jit- 
neys, snid to have been operated by 
the Georgia Bus association, began 
to operate to Marietta, jn addition to 
the regular buses of the Bryant Motor 
company. 

Deny Stopping Jitneys. 

Officials of Marietia tonight denied 
that any action had been taken by 
the officials of Marietta to question 
tl.» license of any jitney driver. It 
had been reported that all jitneys 
reaching the Marietta city limits were 
stopped and required to produce a 
license, 

“Mariétta does not tax inter-city 
buses, and therefore we would have 
no purpose or right to question any 
jitney driver entering Marietta. If 
jitney drivers are required to show 
their credentials, it is from other 
sources than the city of Marietta,” 
said Mayor Gann, when asked about 
that report.

Washington, January 14.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—Notes based on calcium arse- 
nate stored in federal warehouses are 
eligible to rediscount at federal re- 


serve. banks, unless the calcium ar- 
senate has been stored by a dealer in 
order to withhold it from the market 
in order to obtain a speculative price, 
Governor Crissinger, of the federal re- 
serve board, has set forth as the gen- 
eral policy of the board in a letter to 
Senator Harris, of Georgia. 

Senator Harris asked for an opinion 
upon request of E. R. Hodgson, Jr., 
of Athens, Ga., whose letter on the 
subject was laid before Crissinger. 

Crissinger said that “the eligibility 
of promissory notes for rediscount by 
federal reserve banks does not depend 
upon the existence or character of col- 
lateral security: but, under the terms 
of section 13 of the federal reserve 
act, it depends upon the question 
whether or not they are issued or 
drawn or the proceeds are used for 
commercial or agricultural + irposes.”

THE IODINE RATION. 
It is pretty well recognized now that 


every individual requires a certain 
amount of iodin, and if there is a 
shortage in the iodin ration some dis- 
turbance of health is certain to oe- 
cur. The chief result of iodin short- 
age is perhaps simple goiter. In many 
parts of North America, notably the 
region around the great lakes, goitre 
is extremely prevalent, from one-fifth 
to one-half of all the school children 
in some cities showing more or less 
enlargement of the thyroid gland. It 
is now fairly well established that this 
is attributable to iodin shortage, and 
that the trouble may be prevented by 


iodin ration. 

Numerous ways and means of sup- 
plying the necessary iodin have been 
tried out in different communities in 
; the goitre districts. The city of Roch- 
‘ester, N. Y., placed an infinitesimal 
quantity of iodin (in the form of an 
Jodid) in the municipal water supplv. 
thus insuring a moderate iodin ration 
for every person who drinks the water, 
but since so much water is used for 
other purposes than drinking, this 
seems wasteful. Aside from the cost, 
however, this means of furnishing a 
suitable iodin ration is ideal, and Dr. 
iGoler, the famous health guardian of 
Rochester, is entitled to grea credit 
for conceiving and putting the plan 
into practical use.

JUDGE FEIDELSON 


URGES RETENTION 
OF JEWISH IDEALS 


_ionism, the melting pot, immigra- 
tion and other phases of Jewish na- 
tion:l life were discussed in an inter- 
lecture by Judge Charles N. 
leidelson, of Savannah, Tuesday night 
at the Jewish Educational Alliance. 

The “Melting Pot” has become mere 
rhetoric, said Judge Feidelson, since 
the fusion Zangwill visualized has not 
taken place. Individuals should have 
a care, he said, of the purging flame 
lest there be drawn off in vapors and 
fumes the very qualities to be pre- 
served. 

Judge Feidelson spoke interesting- 
ly of the effect of the present immi- 
sration laws on Jewish national life. 
leclaring that both America and the 
mumigrant would gain threugh a more 
ympathetic treatment of the foreign- 
r coming into America. He said 
‘hat formerly the Jewish immigrant 
‘coming to this country was forced to 
work out his salvation alone under the 
prod of industrial necessity ; then came

“These. wastes are not the small 
change of industry and commerce,” 
he added. “There is scarcely a step 
in tkis accomplishment of squeezing 
out waste which does not interpret 
itself in millions of dollars of national 
saving. In the end, the public pays 
the. bill.” 

Can Eliminate Waste. 

The secretary said his conclusions 
as to the possibility of eliminating 
much of the waste in distribution 
processes were drawn from the study 
of the question by the department of 
commerce, which has demonstrated 
the “practicability and success of a 
definite program” now being develop- 
ed in more than a hundred industries 
and trades. Collective action in the 
trades is the needed remedy, he said, 
adding that it would not be found in 
“any legislative extension of the Ten 
Commandments.” 

“Nor am I talking about abrogat- 
ing the Sherman act,” Mr. Hoover 
continued. “I have no patience with 
those who deliberately try to confuse 
these efforts at cooperation in waste 
elimination with price-fixing and re: | 
straint of trade.” : 

Declaring the “periodic inflation- 
ary boom and its consequent ensuing 
slump” was the greatest waste of 
the economic system in this country, 
the secretary said this would be 
eliminated only by putting into the 


the current information necessary to 
do it. To this the government, by 
collection and distribution of statis- 
tical information, can _ contribute 
much, he said.

To stop the 
death toll of the pistol the only safe and 
sane procedure would be for congress to 
enact a law prohibiting the manufacture 
and sale of pistols. States should do like- 
wise, The penalty in this prohibition .aw 
should be severe in the extreme and those 
found guilty of its violation should be 
made to suffer a sentence rather than a 
fine. tickering with the pistol “‘toter’’ Is 
as dangerous as playing with a rattle 
snake.

The general business de- 
pression that culminated about the middle of last summer naturally af- 
fected North American’s’ electrical output. Production remained 
generally above that for the year before, the secular trend being per- 
sistently upward, but the rate of improvement slackened. The weekly 
electrical output of the subsidiaries averaged roughtly 35,000,000 kilo- 
watt hours during July, or about 3.5 per cent above July, 1923. During 
the week ended July 3 the output was only 31,320,000 kilowatt hours. 

Since July the demands for energy have increased pretty steadily, 
‘the total reaching 47,000,000 for the week ended October 30, the week 
before election.

PENDING IN FOURTEEN

Chicago, January 14.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) —Action on the child 
labor amendment to the federal con- 
stitution by the legislature of fourteen 
midwestern states before March was 
the prospect reported from various 
state capitals today. Five state bodies 
have the measure before them. A 
half dozen others are expected to be- 
token within the next fortnight 
whether they favor enactment as the 
twentieth constitutional amendment 
to the act to regulate the labor of 
minors under the age of 18. 

Discussions of possible referendums 
on the proposal were reported froin 
Ohio, Michigan, South Dakota and 
Kansas, the governors of the last two 
states having recommended its sub- 
mission to the voters. A referendui 
in Massachusetts disapproved the 
amendment. 

The proposed amendment is pending 
before North Dakota, Oklahemu, 
South Dakota, Minnesota, Nebraska 
and Missouri legislatures.
